SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 28.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning the steamer Claudine arrived in 
this port from the Hawatian Islands, bring- 
ing important news of revolution in that 
Kingdom. A provisional government has 
been established by the uprising of the peo- 
ple. Queen Lilioukalani has been deposed 
from power, monarchy abrogatea, Govern- 
ment buildings seized and a new provisional 
ministry, composed of four members, is sus- 
tained by bayonets’ of volunteers. The 
Queen attempted on Saturday, Jan. 15, 
to promulgate a new constitution, 
depriving foreigners of the right of franchise 
and abrogating the existing House of Nobles, 
at thesame time giving her powerof ap- 
poluting a new House. This was resisted by 
the foreign element of the community, who 
atonce appointed a Committee of Safety of 
thirteen members, who calleda mass meet- 
ing of their class, at which 1,200 or 1,500 were 
present. That meeting unanimously adopted 


-resolutions condemning the action of the 


Queen and authorizing the committee to take 
into further consideration whatever was 
necessary to protect public safety. 
PROCLAMATION TO THE PEOPLE. 
Monday the Committee or Public Safety 
issued a proclamation tothe Hawalian peo- 
ple recounting the history of the islands and 
calling attention to the misrule of the native 
line of monarchs. The manifesto continues: 
Upon aceession of Her Majesty Lilioukalani fora 
brief period the hope prevailed that a new policy 
would be adopted. This hope was soon blasted hy 
her immediately entering into conflict with the 
existing Cabinet, who held office with the avproval 
of a large majority ef the Legislature, resulting in 
the triumph of Queen Lilioukalani and the removal 
of the Cabinet. Appointment of a new Cabinet sub- 
servient to her wishes and their continuance 
in office until a recent date gave no 
opportunity for further indication of the policy 
which would be pursued by her majesty until the 
opening of the Legislature in May of 1892. The re- 
cent history of that session has shown stubborn de- 
termination on the part of her majesty to follow the 
tactics of her late brother and in all possible ways 


to secure extension of the royal prerogatives and 


the abridgment of popular rights. 
e uprisings or conspiracies against the Govern- 
ment have occurred within five years and seven 


months. It ie firmly believed that the “@uTminating | 


revolutionary attempt of Saturday will, unless radi- 


cal measures are taken, wreck our already damaged 


credit abroad and precipitate to final ruin our al- 
ready overstraimed financial condition and guaran- 
tees of protection to life, liberty and property will 
steadily decrease, and the political situation is rap- 
idly growing worse. 

In this belief and aisoin our firm belief that the 
action hereby taken is and will be for the best per- 
sonal, political and property interests of every citi- 
gen of the land, we, citizens and residents of the 
Hawalian Islands, organized and acting for public 
safety and common good, hereby proclaim as fol- 


lows: 
THE PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT. 


Hawaiian monarchical system of government is 
hereby abrogated. Provisional Government for con- 
trol and management of public affairs and protection 
of public peace is hereby established to exist until 
terms of unicn withthe United States of America 
have been negotiated and agreed upon. 

Sach Provisionai Government shall consist of 
an executive council of four members who are 
hereby declared to 8. B. Dole. J. A. King, P. C. 
Jones and W. O. Smith, who shall administer the 
goverament of the island, the first named acting as 
Presicent and Chairman of such Council and admin- 
istering the Department of Foreign Affairs and the 
others severally administering the Department of 
Interior, Finance and Attorney-General respective- 
ly in order in which enumerated, according to the 
existing Hawaiian laws as far as may be consistent 
with this proclamation; and also of an advisory 
council, which shail consist of fourteen members, 
who are hereby declared to be 8. D. Damon, A. 
Brown, L. A. Thurston, J. F. Morgan, J. Emmal- 
muth. H. Waterhouse, J. A. McCandless, E. D. 
Tenasy. F. W. McChesney, F. Wilhelm, W. R. 
Castle, W. G. Ashley, W. C. Wilder, C. Bolte. 
Such advisory council shall also have genera! legis- 
lative authority. Such executive and advisory coun- 
cil shall, acting jointly, have power to remove any 
member of either council and to fill such or any 
other vacancy. 

All officers under the existing government are 
hereby requested to continue to exercise their fnnc- 
tions and perform the duties of their respective 
offices, excepting the following named persons: 
Queen Lilioukslani, Charles B. Wilson, Marshal; 
Samuel Parker, Minister of Foreign Affairs; W. II. 
Cornwell, Minister of Finance; John F. Colburn, 
Minister of the Interior; Arthur P. Peterson, Attor- 
ney-General, who are hereby removed from office. 

All Hawaiian laws and constitutional principles 
not inconsistent herewith shall continue in force un- 
til further order of the executive and advisory coun-

ACCOUNT or THE COUP D’ETAT. 
The following account of the trouble is 
from the Hawalian Gazette, Tuesday, Jan. 16: 
Saturday afternoon, Jan, 15, between 1 and 
2 o’clock the community was startled by 
information that a coup d’etat was in 
progress and that the Queen was endeav- 
oring to force her Cabinet to sign a new 
constitution, which she then proposed to 
promulgvte immediately to the people. The 
information was at first disbelieved by some, 
but it was speedily confirmed, The political 
changes of the past few days, the renewed 
vote of want of confidence, the secret at- 
tempts made by the Queen to secure the 


- overthrow of her ministers, her secret inter-

views with regard to 4 new constitution, had 

been felt by some to give a hint as to what 

was to be looked for in the future, and many 
in forebodings. 

On Saturday morning rumor was busy and 


it was freely stated that a new constitution 


promulgated in the afternoon. At 
of business men, held inthe room 
the Chamber of Commerce, reference was 
made to the possibility, but still it was not 
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| ferred into certainty. Three days before the 
coup d' etat was attempted a gentleman who 
enjoys the confidenge of the Queen told one 
ofthe members of the Cabinet (who was 
then in a private station) that a 
blow was to be struck, and that the persons 
of the ministers would be secured. In an- 
ticipation that the present Cabinet would 
not make any resistance toa revolutionary 
blow, precaution of resisting them was not 


taken. 
THE FINAL STROKE. 

Saturday morning one of the ministers re- 
ceived positive information that a:blow was 
to be struck that afternoon. He imme- 
diately proceeded to consult two prominent 
citizens on the coursetobetaken. After a 
conference the gentleman referred to advised 
the Cabinet to refuse to sign the const!- 
tution and to decline to resign if their resig- 
nations should be demanded. The proroga- 
tion of the Legislature was the last chapter 
in the story of the morning. It went off 
tamely and quietly enough, but those who 
were acquainted with the real situation felt 
that the Government and nation were sleep- 
ing on the crest ofa volcano, 

In the afternoon, immediately after the 
House had been prorogued, Hui Kalalaina 
marched over tothe palace and presented a 
new constitution to the Queen, with a peti- 
tion that the same be promulgated to the 
people as the fundamental Jaw of the land. 
The matter of the new constitution and 
petition had been prearranged, and it is 
stated that its promuigation had been prom- 
ised two weeks previously; anda member 
from Lahaina, William White, had been 
actively working up the movement. A large 
crowd of Hawalians had gathered around the 
palace gates and in the grounds near a fight 
of steps and natives were also gathered in 
large groups in the Government building 
yard and elsewhere in the neighborhood, 

EVERY INCH A QUEEN. 

The Queen retired to the blue-room and 
summoned the Ministers. The Ministers re- 
paired at once to the Queen in the blue-room. 
She was seated at a table, still dressed in the 
magnificent morning costume, with a 
sparkling coronet of diamonds. She 
at once presented them with a 
draft of the new constitution, demanded 
their signatures and deciared her 
intention to promulgate the same at once. 
Atty.-Gen. Peterson and Minister of the 
Interior Coburn decidedly refused to do 
so, and Ministers Cornwell and Parker, 
though more hesitatingly, joined their col- 
leagues in their refusal. All the Cabinet now 
advised and even strongly urged her 
majesty not to violate the law, but she was 
not to be dissuaded trom her revolutionary 
course. Bringing her clenched hand down 
upon the table, Queen Lilioukalani said: 
Gentlemen, I do not need any more advice. 
I intend to promuigate this constitution and 
to do it now. 

FLED FROM THE PALACE. 

Proceeding, she told the Cabinet that un- 
less they abandoned their resistance at once 
she would go out on thestep ofthe palace and 
tell the excited crowd there assembled 
that she wished to give them 
a new constitution, but that the 
Ministers were inside the palace hindering 
her from deing it. The Ministers remem- 
bered the riot at the Court - house and the fate 
of the unlucky representatives who fell into 
the hands of the mob. They knew what the 
threat meant and before it could be put into 
execution they fied for their lives. 

From the Government building the Minis- 
ters immediately sent word about town, ask- 
ing the citizens what support the Cabinet 

i indts resistance to the revolu- 
tionary movement begun by the Queen. 
leading citizens of every political com- 
plexion hurried together at Hon. W. O. 
Smith's office, and while their numbers 
were every instant augmented by fresh 
accessions, held a hurried consultation as to 
the course to be pursued. 
mind among all those gathered together— 
tradesmen, lawyers ,mechanics,merchants— 
were of one opinion. Unanimity of sentiment 
reigned as has not been witnessed for years, 
and it was agreed without a dissent- 
ing voice that it was the duty of every citi- 
zen, without distinction of party, to support 
the law and liberties of the people and to re- 
sist the revoiutionary encroachments of the 
Queen. Messages to this effect were at once 
dispatched to the Cabinet. 

The Ministers now revisited the paiace 
again, not without apprehension that they 
would be taken into custody even if they 
suffered no bodily harm. Great pressure had 
been brought to bear upon her majesty to 
induce her to go no further and to 
retrace the revolutionary steps she had 
already taken. While her troops stood drawn 
up before the palace, waiting for the final 
word of command, the Queen hesitated. The 
conference in the blue room lasted a long 
time while the result remained in the bal- 
ance, She could not be induced to give up 
her unlawful project, but finally consented 
with bitter reluctance to a temporary post - 
ponement of the premeditated coup. 

THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 

The Queen was a very angry woman, when 
at 4 p. m. Saturday she returned to the 
throne room, where were assembled Hui 
Kalaiana with most of,the native members of 
the Legislature, the Vabinet, the Governor of 
Cahu,the young Princess, Chief Justice Judd 
and Justice Bickerton, the staff, the ladies of 
the court, the Kahili-bearers, etc. She as- 
cended the dais and spoke substantially as 
follows: 

PRINCESS, NOBLES AND. REPRESENTATIVES—I 
have listened to thousands of the voices of my peo- 
ple that have come to me, and lam prepared to grant 
their request. The present constitution is full 
of defects, as the Chief Justice here 
will testify, as questions regarding it have so often 
come before him for settlement. It 1s so faulty thas 
Ithinka newone should be granted. I have pre- 
pared one in which the rights of all 
haye been regarded—a constitution suited 
to the wishes of the people. 1 was ready and ex- 
pected to proclaim the neW conktitution to-day as a 
suitable occasion for it, and thus satisfy the people, 
but have been degied the privilege. 

tepresentative White, from the steps of 
the place, told the crowd the Queen had de - 
trayed them and demanded her death. 

TROOPS LANDED. 

It was at this juncture that the Committee 
of Public Safety was formed, and shortly 
afterward troops were landed from the 
United States warship Boston. The armed 
uprising of citizens and the proclamation 
ofa proviacial government followed, The 
ex-Queen, seeing resistance was hopeless, 
retired to her private residence, wherea 
guard was stationed by the new Govern- 
ment. 

There was no blood shed. Annexation to 
the United States as a territory is desired, not 
asaState. The Boston is the only war ship 
the United States has at present on the Pa - 
cific Ocean,

OFFICIALLY CONFIRMED, 


NEWS OF THE HAWAIIAN REVOLUTION I- 
CEIVED AT WASHINGTON, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2%.—The news 
that Queen Lilioukalani had been over- 
thrown came to the United States Govern- 
ment with an emphasis that precluded any 
doubts as to its authenticity. An official 
dispatch to §Secretary John W. Foster 
received this morning brought the startling 
intelligence.

dispatch from Mr. Thurston, the leader of 
the Commission, sent to negotiate the an- 
nexation of Hawaii to the United States. 

Secretary Foster sent the news to the office 
of the Secretary of the Navy with the request 
foranimmediate interview with Secretary 
Tracy. 

Mr. Tracy had not reached the department 
atthe time, but Assistant Secretary Solely, 
recognizing the importance of the informa- 
tion, went at once to see Secretary 
Foster. They had a conference in ref- 
erence to. the naval strength of the 
United States in Hawaiian waters and Mr. 
Solely informed Mr. Foster that the only ves- 
sel there was the cruiser Boston, now at 
Honolulu. No other vessels, he said, were 
in the vicinity. 

Mr. Foster thought it would be well to have 

better naval representation at Honolulu, and 
Mr. Solely went back to the Navy Depart- 
ment to ascertain what vessels were availa- 
dle for service in this connéction. Secretary 
Tracy arrived soon after Mr. Solely returned, 
and upon hearing the news went over 
to see Secretary Foster. It will take at least 
ten days for one of our naval vessels to join 
the Boston at Honolulu. It is probable 
that the new coast defense vessel 
Monterey will de sent. This vessel is 
completed with the exception of having her 
turret armor in place, and it is likely that 
she will set sail at once from San Francisco to 
support the Boston. The interior lining of 
iron to which the armor is riveted has been 
placed in her turrets, and her stores are all 
on board. 
After his interview with Secretary Foster 
Mr, Mott Smith told a reporter that 
he thought that the new  govern- 
ment could be maintained without a 
display of force by the United States. 
He believed, he sald, thatthe people them 
selves would regulate matters and that there 
would be no trouble. Mr. Smith had be- 
lieved a revolution inevitable, but he 
thought it would not come so soon. 

This event was not unexpected among pub- 
lic men who keep track of the shift of events 
in the Sandwich Islands. Ever since the 
death of King Kalakau and the succession of 
Queen Liliuo Kainani there has been growing 
aspirit of revolt that on several occasions 
has burst forth in open revolution. The an- 
nexation sentiment has increased rapidly 
within the past year. A gentleman familiar 
with affairs at Honolulu says the annexa- 
tionists of Hawali will be divided into three 
classes. 

1. Those Americans who see the strategic 
advantage the possession of the islands 
would be to the United States, and who are 
moved by patriotic feelings only. 

8. Those Americans who have lands to sell 
in the vicinity of Pearl Harbor, or whbo have 
such things as ocean cable franchises that 
would be useful if Pearl Harbor was a grand 
United States naval rendezvous. 

8. Those foreigners and native born capi 
talists who fear for their investments on ac- 
count of the revolutionary tendency of 
Kanaka politicians, or who feel thatthe 
financial plans could be operated to greater 
advantage if the islands were under the 
stars and stripes. 

Opposed to these among the whites are the 
patriotic British and those whose Dusiness 
interests would be injured by annexation.

The white opposition to annexation is both 
selfish and patriotic and sometimes intelli- 
gent. Sugar is mostly raised by contract 
Chinese and Japanese labor that is paid from 
$12 to $17 per month. n ee Be 

The planters who use this class of labor op- 
pose annexation because the United States 
labor laws torbid labor contracts and labor 
importation. 

If they could be sure of the $40 per ton 
bounty forever, they might agree to annexa- 
tion, but in the islands they look for a repeal 
of the bounty in a very shorttime. Many of 
the whites oppose annexation because they 
dread a government by carpet- baggers. 

It is said here that Admiral Brown, who is 
now at Honolulu with the cruiser Boston, 
has been instructed by the State Department 
to look into the question of annexation. 

A corresp6ndent of a San Francisco paper 
recently spent a few weeks in Hawali investi- 
gating the subject. Outofthe seventy-two 
members of the Hawallan Parliament 
he obtained signed articles on the sub- 
ject from forty-one. Ten of these 
regard annexation as possible and 
desirable in case the Hawalian Government 
is disrupted. The thirty-one who are opposed 
to annexation are natives who are in favor 
oftheautonomy ofithe Hawalian kingdom, 
and Americans who object to a territorial 
form of government for the islands and 
sugar planters who conduct their business 
with contract Japanese labor. If Hawall 
were annexed this last class could not hire 
cheap contract labor and their interests 
would suffer. 


A Coffee Country. 

BERLIN. Jan. 28.—The work of surveying 
the land forthe Usambara Railway is com- 
pleted, and the building of the new road wil, 
be begun on the Ist of March from Tanga. 
Engineer Wunder has already left Berlin 
and will reach Eastern Africa in due time. 
Acommittee has also been formed in the 
Imperial capital which willlook to the im- 
provement of the coffee cultivation of 
Morogoro and Ukami in Usambara. The 
coffee grown there is noted for Its par- 
ticularly fine quality, beingfar superior to 
that of the Bourbon Island. The City of Paris 
where this coffee has been subjected to severe 
tests, pronounces in favor of it, and Maj. 
Wissman, Emin Pasha, Dr. Peters and a 
number of offcers confirm this statement 
over their own signatures. 

During the present year the coffee pianta- 
tions of Usambara yielded four small crops 
witich it is expected to increase with im- 

roved facilities of cultivation. The coffee 

s planted in a ravine which has been washed 
out and isirrigated by a brook about 13,000 
feet above the level of the sea.

MANLEY OF MAINE ARRIVES TO TAKE 
CHARGE OF THE FUNERAL. 


Mrs. Blaine’s Great Grief on Meeting the 
Friend of Her Dead Huspand—admit- 
tance to the Church Where the Cere- 
monies Will Take Place to Be by Card 
—Did He Die in the Catholic Faith? 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—The closely 
drawn blinds of the Blaine mansion, the air 
of quietude pervading its surroundings, the 
crape on the bell knob And the absence of the 
newspaper watchers who, for seven weeks, 
have remained uninterruptedly on duty, day 
and night, within sight ef the house are the 
only visible signs that the long expected end 
has come, 

The pall-bearers will be persona! friends of 
the dead statesman. Admission to the 
Church of the Covenant, where the services 
will de held, will be by card and after 
the allotted seats have been assigned to the 
family and immediate personal friends, to 
the President and Cabinet and to the diplo-- 
matic corps, who will attend unofficially, 
there will be very little room left, 

Telegrams of condolence from every part 
of the United States and from foreign coun- 
tries continue to pour in. There is apparently 
an endless chain of messenger boys passing 
between the telegraph office and the red 
house. a 

MANL ARRIVES FROM MAINE. 

Joseph Manley of Maine, the most intimate 
friend of the dead statesman, arrived at 
noon to-day and will take charge of the 
funeral arrangements. He immediately 
called upon Mrs. Blaine. His meeting with 
the family was very affecting. Mrs. Blaine 
sobbed as if her heart would break when she 
met the friend her husband loved so well. 
When Manley left the Blaine house his eyes 
were greatly swollen and his great grief was 
very evident. 

DEATH FORETOLD. 

This story is told to-day ascoming from a 
friend of the Blaine family: Five years ago 
Mr. Blaine, having Deen told of many won- 
derful predictions by aß astrologer (as he 
called himself) consented to have his fortune 
told. Mr. Blaine, it need hardly be 
said, was not a believe in the prophetic 


powers of the alleged #*‘astrologer’’ and 
was inciined to laugh at those whose gulll- 
bility he believed ena 0 people to 
exis}. Many con the 
story goes, wé ven ty t stroleger, buts 
one impressed itseif upon the minds of 
those to whom Mr. Blaine afterward related 
the Incident. That was that Mr. Blaine 
would dle in 1893 and before the 28th of Janu- 
ary. Mr. Blaine's death occurred on the 
27th day of January, 1893.

COMMENT ABROAD, 


WHAT I8 SAID OF THE PASSING AWAY OF BLAINE 
BY CANADIAN PRESS AND PEOPLE. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 28.—The intelligence 
of Hon. James G. Blaine’s death was re- 
ceived in official circles here to-day with 
many expressions of regret. 
The Hon. Mackenzie Powell, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, who frequently met 


Mr. Blaine during the reciprocity 
negotiations t Washington, said to- 
day that did not share in the 
belief prevalent on this side of the line that 
Mr. Blaine was untrtenely toward Canada. 
From experience be had learned to regard 
Mr. Blaine as an advanced and liberal 
minded statesman, ever disposed to do jus- 
tice to every country. 

The Montreal Gazette, Dominion Govern- 
ment organ, says editorially of Mr. Blaine: 

Mr. Blaine was one of those men of whom 
the United States has produced many in late 
years; one of a great number who 
achieve too high a reputation 
for their own success.

the Roman seeis tobe foundin two facts: 
1. That in the West there was only one pa- 
triarchate, whereas there were four in the 
East, and 2, that the States of Western 
Europe became the masters of the world. 
Rome had no rivals, except in the territory 
Indeed 
there were not even metropolitans in the 
West until the fourth century. Yet before 
that time the Bishop of Rome had asserted 
authority over the entire region by cloth- 
ing particular bishops with commissions to 
watch over the consecration and admini- 
stration of the bishops of neighboring sees. 
and to decide whatever controversies might 
arise among them. These were called apos- 
tolic vicars, but gradually disappeared. To 
replace them in Italy, in Spain, in Gaul, in 
Germany, in England, there appeared the 
primates. At first, though, particular per- 
sons in these countries were appointed le- 
gates of the Pope, not necessarily bishops or 
even priests, for the dignity was more than 
once conferred upon kings and princes; but 
as the resident bishops objected to this inter- 
ference with their functions, the dignity of 
legate cameto be permanently attached to 
the particular see—Mayence, Cologne, Can- 


terbury, and these primates were known as 
legati nati, or native legates. 


The United States has as yet no primate, 
no legatus natus, noseethat carries with it 
the right to represent the Pope. In fact the 
United States, being still under missionary 
discipline, the affairs of the church are di- 
rected by the Congregation forthe Propaga- 
tion of the Faith, one of the great cabinet 
departments of the papal administration. 
The robe of the Cardinal is not a vestment 
of administrative authority. As Cardinal, 
Archbishop Gibbonsisa member of the See 
of Rome; but as Archbishop of Baltimore his 
authority is confined to hisown district, and 
subject to the same limitations as that of 
Archbishop Corrigan or Archbishop Ireland. 
Hence the appearance of Legate Satolli is not 
a supersession of anybody. Yet it does mark 
the indisposilion of the Pope to make any 
American prelate legatus natus, in other 
words to uttach the primacy to any see in 
the United States. 

Nevertheless the rumor that the papal 
legate is clothed with all the authority of the 
Pope, that he isthe Pope’s proxy in Ameri- 
ca, is quite absurd, and for two reasons: 1. 
That would be to supersede the congregation 
ofthe Propaganda at Rome. 2 That would 
be to restore the method of administration 
that broke down in the Reformation, which, 
indeed, was one of the causes of the 
religious revolution of the _ sixteenth 
century. An Italian primate per- 
manently residentin America, might indeed 
produce some singular results. He would, I 
fancy, at first not weaken the power of the 
American bishops, but the contrary. Any 
nuncio would bean extraordinary man who 
in the wielding of such vast authority was 
not influenced in the last resort by the ag - 
gregate intelligence and wishes of the Amer- 
ican Episcopate. 

The congregation of the Propaganda moves 
Slowly; yet when it does move in matters of 
importance, it expresses the judgmentof the 
American bishops whose written reports are 
the basis ofits action, and whose frequent 
visits bring them into personal contact with 
its actual administration. A papal legate, 
clothed with medieval powers, might act 
more promptly, but except in cases of ir. 
reconcilable antagonisms, he would of ne- 
cessity be under the same control. 

But he is not clothed with any such author - 
ity; the papallegate of the medieval and 
Reformation periods belongs to history; the 
modern nuncio is only a diplomatic agent. 
He isa papal inspector, and also a semi-in- 
fallfble papal spokesman. He may interro- 
gatelaymen, as Cardinal de Luca interro- 
gated Prof. Schulte on the administration of 
certain German bishops; he may even 
meddle in the affairs of some diocese 


' where the bishop is not quite to his liking, as 


de Luca meddled here and there; he may 
open negotiations with the Government, as 
happened more than oncein Prussia. He 
will keep his eyes wide open and his mouth 
half shut; getting himself judiciously inter- 
viewed, giving forth quasi-papal letters and 


_ utterances to elicit public sentiment, so that 


fits ne ture and intensity may be accurately 
measured. But only in the case of a serious 
division among the bishops of the Roman 
Catholic Church wit tae report of this adju- 
tant to the Pope be of any serious conse- 
quences to the American people. Yet since 
the Roman Catholic bishops do not transact 
Dusiness in open daylight it is wise to be wary 
in accepting rumors about divisions among 
them, especially as diplomacy is for them 
a cherished virtue, making them quite cheer- 
ful when the public insists upon bewildering 
itself with its own conceits and credulities. 

Aglance at English history will, I think, 
satisfy anybody that an organization so 


. mindful of its past asthe papacy is not like- 


ly toclothe any legate of ourtime with the 
powers that Mgr. Satolliis already wielding,

The habit of going to Rome is 
like the return of blood to the heart; it keeps 
the Roman Church alive. To decide im- 
portant cases in the United States 
without appeal would be an interference 
with the vital circulation of the papal 
system. It would, for the moment, 
strengthen the bisho but soon or late it 
would divide them. If the legate were not 
soon withdrawn protest would begin and 
clamor would follow. Then we might have 
a primate for the United States, a legatus 
natus, a metropolitan clothed with legatine 
authority; after which no end of jealousy 
and quarrel and struggle; anda growing in- 
dependence of the Pope. Rome never forgets, 
but she does learn! The Pope’s proxy in 
America is a myth. Mgr. Satolli is a 
diplomatic agent—and nothing more.

ZULU MAGIC.

Bodies Raicei in ths Air by Some Power 
Unknown to Europeans. 


Prof. Kellar in North American Review. 

During the Zulu warlI wasin South Africa, 
traveling north through Zululand. In Dunns 
reservations, 200 miles north from Durban, in 
Natal, I saw a witch doctor levitate the form 
ofa young Zulu by waving a tuft of grass 
about his head, amid surroundings calculated 


to impress themselves deeply upon the most 
prosaic imagination. 

It was evening and the witch doctor, who 
belonged tothe class more than once de- 
scribed by Rider laggard with great accu- 
racy, was as revolting in appearance as the 
high caste fakirs had been pleasing. A num- 
ber of fakirs had gathered around our camp 
fire and [had given them some illustrations 
of my own skill. They seemed puzzled, but 
were not specially curious. One of them 
stole away and after some minutes returned 
with their own conjurer, the witch doctor 
in question. 

After considerable solicitation from the 
natives the intricacies of which my knowl- 
edge of the Zulu language did not enable me 
quite to penetrate, the conjurer, who at first 
seemed reluctant to give his consent to an 
exhibition of his powers before me, took a 
knob kerry or club and fastened it at the 
endof a thong of rawhide about two feet 
long. The young native, tall and athletic, 
whose eyes appeared to be fixed on those of 
the conjurer with an apprehensive steadfast- 
ness, took his own knov kerry and fastened 
t at the end ofa similar thong of hide. The 
two then stood about six feet apart, in the 
full glare of the fire, and began, all the while 
in silence, to whirl their knob Kerrys about 
their heads. I noticed that when the two 
clubs seemed intheir swift fight almost to 
come in contact aspark of fame passed or 
appeared to pass from one of them to the 
other. The third time this happened there 
was an explosion, the spark appeared to 
burst, the young man’s knob kerry was shat. 
tered to pieces and he fell to the ground ap- 
parently lifelegs. 

The witch doctor turned to the high grass a 
few feet behind us and gathered a handful of 
stalks about three feet long. Standing in the 
shadow and away from the fire, he waved 
witha swift motion, exactly similar to that 
of the clubs a few minutes before, the bunch 
of grass around the head of the young Zulu, 
who lay as dead in the firelight. In a mo- 
ment or two the grass seemed to ignite 
inits filght, although the witch doctor was 
not standing within twenty feet of the 
fire, and burned slowly, crackling audibly. 
Approaching more closely the form of the 
native in the trance and conjurer waved the 
flaming grass gently over his figure, about a 
foot from the flesh. To my intense amaze- 
ment the recumbent body slowly rose from 
the ground and floated upward in the air toa 
height of about three feet, remainingin sus- 
pension and moving up and down, according 
as the passes of the burning grass were 
slower or faster. As the grass burned out 
and dropped to the ground the body returned 
to its position on the ground, and after a few 
passes from the hands of the witch doctor 
the young Zulu leaped to his feet, apparently 
none the worse for his wonderful experience. 


FASHIONS IN CARRIAGES. 


The Modern Cabriolet — Other 
Which Are Popular. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Since the horse show at Madison Square 
Garden there has been an increased demand 
for carriages of a sporting character, such 
as tandems and similar vehicles for driving. 
The show stimulates people who had not 
used them before and opens the eyes of 
those who have driven them, but driven in- 
differently, The annual shows do a great 


deal of good, making demand for better 
horseflesh as well as for better carriages. It 
is a frequent remark for foreigners that 
Carriages here are kept in better repair than 
On the other side of the water. The tendency 
with regard to colors of carriages is toward 
simplicity, discarding gaudiness and super- 
fluous ornamentation in metal work. 

One of the fashionable carriages of the day, 
the cabriolet, has been considerably modi- 
fied. Instead of the round body, or boat 
shape (bateau), which has been common for 
years, there is a tendency to make the center 
a little lower than the body proper. This 
makes a more graceful carriage than the ex- 
treme ofthe other style. Victorias are not 
used so much now. The light linings for 
broughams, or open carriages, Victorias and 
cabriolets are still fashionable, and there is 
no reason why they should not continue to be 
popular. In landaus the change is more 
toward severity and simplicity. 

Rubber tires are greatly on the increase for 
all heavy closed carriages. Some people 
a these tires increased the draugit, 
but this impression no longer exists after the 
records made in trotting with the rubber 
tires. Hansoms are used probably more than 
formerly. At first it was thought they would 
not be successful aga private carriage, but 
now they arein gene use. 

There is a new trap which has suddenly 
taken a prominent Place. It is a sidebar 
covered gig, extremely light, for two per- 
sons, and has the advantage Of being com- 
pact. The driver is close to the horse, and 
altogether it isa smart and simple little trap.

HUNTING WITH BLOW GUNB. 


Savages of Guiana who Use These Queer 
Weapons With Foisonsd Arrows. 


From the Washington Star. 

The blow pipes used by the savages of Guil- 
ana for shooting poisoned arrows are very 
wonderful weapons indeed. The climate of 
this equatorial region, being both very hot 
and very moist, produces a vegetation of 
astonishing luxurlance. The forests are 
commonly ankle deepin water for mile after 
mile, and, consequently, the animals found 


there mostly inhabit thetrees. Monkeys are 
exceedingly numerous. For killing these 
tree-dwelling creatures the blow gun is the 
best sere instrument. It is made from a 
peculiar kind of reed, and, although eleven 
or twelve feet in length, its weight is only a 
pound and a half. It is provided, like a rifie, 
with a fore sight and a back sight, the latter 
being made of the teeth of a small beast 
called the acouchi. 

The natives are most careful respecting the 
straightness of their blow guns, and never 
allow them to lean against anything lest 
they should be warped. The arrows em 
ployed are made from the leaf ribs ofa kind 
of palm, made to fit the bore of the gun bya 
wrapping of wild cotton fastened with a fibre 
of silk grass. Great art is required to put on 
the cotton properly. The arrow is about ten 
inches long, no thicker than a crow quill, 
and at one end is brought toa point as sharp 
as a needle by scraping it between the Keen. 
edged, saw-like teeth ofthe piralfish. One- 
half of a parat jaw is always suspended tothe 

uiver. 

1 The vegetable poison used for envenoming 
the arrows is called curari. It is ex- 
tremely powerful, and will kill a man within 
a few minutes when introduced into the eireu - 
lation by an arrow 8 though it is narm- 
less when swallowed. It is very difficult to 
procure the strongest ‘*‘curari’’ from the na- 
tives, whoare most unwilling to part with 
it. Ide arrow heads are kept carefully sepa- 
rated from the shafts as a precaution against 
accidents, the savages themselves being very 
much afraid ofthe poisons which they em- 
por, The secret of preparing the poison 1s 
1anded down by the medicine men from gen- 
eration to generation, and the common peo- 
ple are not permitted to know it. 

First must be sought the eurari vine, which 
is closely allied tothe tree which furnishes 
strychnine, and to the upas tree, from which 
the Dyaks of Borne get the poison for their 
arrows. When the poison maker has found 
the curarihe looks for two bulbous plants, 
the stems of which yield a glutinous juice. 
Another vegetable ingredientis the bitter 
root, commonly used by these savages in 
polsoning water for the pufpose of 
catching. fish. To the mixture com- 
posed of these elements the medi- 
eine man adds two kinds of venomous 
ants and the poison fangs of deadly species 
ofsnakes, The whole is allowed to simmer 
over a fire, the snakes’ fangsandants being 

unded and thrown into the pot. The boil- 
ng is continued until the poison is reduced 
toathick brownsyrup. Finally a few ar- 
rows are dipped experimentally in the poi- 
son, and its effect is tried upon some animal 
or bird. If satisfactory the poison is poured 
into a spherical earthenware pot, in which it 
is kept, carefully covered over with leaves, 
to exclude air and moisture.

CuIcaGo, II., Jan. 26.—If the Lord loveth 
a cheerful giver’’ there are many men and 
women here who can claim a share of divine 
ta vor. 

The wonderful advancement in material 
progress ot the city has raised many men to 
affluence, and some tothe rank of multi- 
millionaires. Few, indeed, of the leading 
merchants and financiers of Chicago in- 
herited wealth, while a great majority have 
worked themselves up fromthe very lowest 
round of the social ladder, 

Such men as these, sprung from the people 
and knowing from their own experience the 
needs of their fellows, possess ina high de- 
gree the sympathetic desire, so far as they 


can, to utilize their wealth for the benefit of 3 


their neighbors, 

The roll of honor of public and private 
benefactors of their kind is a long one. It Is 
necessarily incomplete, for it is the custom 
of many to do good by stealth. There are, 
however, a number of philanthropic citizens, 
some still in active life, and some who have 
passed to their reward, the magnitude of 
whose donations and the public uses to 
which they have been put make their name, 
familiar as household words. 

One of the best known of these is Philip D. 
Armour, the story of. whose benefactions is 
published in another column. 

THE GREAT NEWBERRY LIBRARY. 

Of public-spirited citizens who will find 
their enduring monument inthe hearts of 
the people two men left munificent bequests 
for the advancement of education through 
the medium of great libraries. These were 
Walter L. Newberry and John Crerar. The 
building for the Newberry Library is ap- 
proaching completion, and the trustees claim 
that it will be the most complete in all its ar- 
rangements ofany library building in this 
country. While it is generally understood 
that Mr. Newberry left the money {for this 
magnificent gift the details are not known, 
The estate is estimated at $4,000,000, and is to 
be applied for free library purposes, anda 
portionis being applied at the present time 
towards the completion of the building on 
what is known as the old Ogden property,“ 
immediately opposite Washington Square, on 
the north side. The Newberry Library will 
occupy a building 300 feet long and feet 
wide, this being only a preliminary to exten- 
sions to be made hereafter. The building 
now in process of construction will afford 
space fora million volumes. It is intended 
to be a reference library for students and 
scholars. 


THE CRERAR LIBRARY. 

The John Crerar Library is intended to fill 
forthe south division the same function as 
the Newberry on the north side. John Crerar, 
for many years a successful merchant; in Chi- 
cago, by his will left the entire residue of his 
estate, valued at over $2,000,000, for the con- 
struction and maintenance of such a library. 
Educated in a common school in New York, 
he began life atthe age of 18 as a clerkina 
mercantile house. There does not seem to 
have been a time when he did not have some 
sort of religious ideas of his own. There 
was somethinginthe eighth chapterof the 
Epistle to the Romans which seemed to him 
to be allthat was necessary in the way ofa 
foundation for doing one’s duty. He knew it 
by heart. He lived up to it and died by it. 
In 1862 he came to Chicago and associated 
himself with J. McGregor Adams in the Iron 
business. He had a deep itiaterest in ter- 
ature. It was his liberality and his love for 
literature which brought Thacker@y to this 
country asa lecturer. He left a fund of 3100, 
000 to erect a colossal monument to the 
memory of Lincoln, whom he so much loved 
and admired. At the same time he di- 
rected that his own resting place should be 
marked by nothing more elaborate thana 
plain headstone. Tothe Second Presbyterian 
Church he gave $100,000; to the missionary 
schools of that church he gave $25,000; to the 
Scotch Presbyterian Church of New York, 
$50,000; toghe Chicago Orphan Asylum, $50,- 
000; to the Chicago Nursery and Half-Orphan 
Asylum, $50,000; to the Chicago Historical 
Society, $25,000; to the Presbyterian 
Hospital of Chicago, $25,000; to St. 
Luke’s Hospital, $25,000; to the Awmer'i- 
can Sunday-school Union, $25,000; 
to the Chicago Relief and Aid Society, $59,000; 
to St. Andrew’s Society of New York, $10,000; 
to St. Andrew’s Society of Chicago, $10,000; 
to the Illinois Training School for Nurses, 
$50,000; to the Manual Training School of Chi- 
Chicago, $50,000, tothe Presbyterian League 
of Chicago, $50,000; to the Old People’s Home 
ofthe Friendless, 350,000; to the . M. C. A, 
of Chicago, $50,000, and fora public library 
for the city of Chicago, $2,000,000. What sums 
he gave of which there is no record the pub- 
lic will never know. 


MARSHALL FIELD’S BENEFACTIONS, 

Fora man of such vast commerelal re- 
sources Marshall Field is one of the most in- 
teresting characters in Chicago. Devoted to 
his family, to his business, to his party, his 
church, his city and his country, with diver- 
sified interests, he is one of the most retiring 
ot men in manner. The oldest soc‘ety re- 
porter in the city would have to scratch her 
head to remember the time when she found 
himatasocialevent. Ifthe records of con- 
tributions for public matters in this city 
were made public the name of Marshali 
Field would de found onthe pages as fre- 
quently as many who are Detter known, If 


the penetralia of the church of which he is a 


member could be broken his work would be 
conspicuous. In spite of all these character- 
istics the gifts of Mr. Field have not been lost 
sight of. He made agift of 410,000 to the 
Presbyterian Hospital in a Manner that was 
like him. The hospital directors knew, per- 
haps, when he gave it, but that is about all. 
On several occasions when the Ist Regiment 
was instraits financially Mr.Field contributed 
to its immediate relief. He was always 
its friend. The ground on which its 
new and commodious armory stands 
was given by him, The building occupied by 
the Manual Training School, on the corner of 
Sixteenth street and Michigan avenue 

stands on ground which was his. Ir he aid 
not give it outright the transfer was made in 
a manner equivalent to a gift. A valuable 
strip of ground on which & portion of the 
University of Chicago is to stand, or does 
stand, was given to that —＋ institution hy 
him. Its valuation is 225,000. He never 
makes a gift without satisfying himself that 
the object is worthy. A gentleman who is in 
possession of many facts concerning the mat - 
ter said: **To Marshall Field and a few men 
like him Chicago and the country are in- 
debted for Fort Sheridan, the most beautiful 
and best equipped post in the American 
army. A merchant sald: ‘‘*Chicago will 
not know what it owes tO Marshall Fieid 
until he is dead.“

The benefits to mankind from men like the 
late Cyrus H. McCormick are difficultto es- 
timate. The boy of 15 who made a grain 
cradle without a model, and without instruc- 
tion, and who followed up his inventive 
genius until he produced forthe laborers of 
the field what Mr. McCormick did, made his 
own monument. Many men would have 
rested beside thatand the world would not 
have expectedany more. Having assisted in 
lightening the burdens of thetoilers of the 
land, Mr. McCormick, with large profits, 
turned to see what else he could do. The 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
was in session in Indianapolis in 1859. 
Many young men were asking the church for 
permission to assist it in its work. The 
church was willing, but the necessary funds 
were notin sight. Mr. McCormick heard the 
call and proposed conditionally to endow the 
professorships ofa Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary of the Northwest, provided the 
——— named Chicago asthe site. There 
was nothing selfishin this offer. The loca- 
tion of such an institution inacity like Chi- 
cago would not benefit Mr. McCormick per- 
sonally. His offer had a twofold object. 
First, toeducate the young menwho were 
anxious to enter the ministry. Second, to 
have the institution in the city of the home of 
the benefactor. 

MR. KENT’S QUIET METHOD. 

When the University of Chicago was in in- 
ception the first man to welcome it was Syd- 
ney A. Kentof this city. His first gifttoit 
was $35,000. Asit expanded and its import- 
ance grew Mr. Kent, withoutany ado sent his 
check for $150,000 additional for the purpose 
of aiding the new school to establish a labor- 
atory of chemistry. Mr. Kent is a manof 
few words, and takes a good deal of stock in 
the notion that the hand that gives should 
not be too prominent. For this reason it is 
delle ved that he has made some subscriptions 
for the benefit of the public which cannot for 
some time de known. 

MH. FAIRBANK’S PHILANTHROPY. 

If he never does anything more, N. K. Fair- 
bank has contributed enough to entitle him 
toa place among the most liberal givers of 
this city, and yet perhaps the half he has 
done is not known at this time. There are 
degrees in philanthropy, of course. The man 
who bellevesin talking Uterally would not 
say that it was philanthropy in Mr. Fairbank 
to do what he did in the erection of the build- 
ing now occupied by the Chicago Club. But 
in a broad sense it was n and 
nothing else. The club was without a home. 
The business affairs of the city at the time 
when this home was first talked of were none 
too encouraging even for the men of grit 
who at that time were the active members of 
the society. Mr. Fairbank told them he 
would put up the building and trust to the 
— ot the organisation to pay him 

ack. The contract specified $135,000 as the 
cost. Mr. Fairbank assumed its payment. 
True, before the building was half completed, 

80,000 nad been subscribed by the mem- 
bers. but Mr. Fairbank retained perma- 
nently 0 stock. He was Presi: 
dent ofthe club thirteen successive times. 
It was owing to his liberality and public 
spirit that Chicago saw the Central Music 
Hall erected and paid for. The same spirit 
prompted him to aid in the establishment of 
the Newsboys’ Home, St. Luke’s Hospital was 
suffering for room. Mr. Fairbank sent ita 
check for $25,000. At the same time he Wasa 
member of Prof. Swing’s church, and he was 
one of fifty, who guaranteed, when Prof. 
Swing was left without achurch, to supply 
any deficiency in funds necessary to sustain 
the new society which had followed ‘‘the 
heretic preacher’’ to Central Music Hall. 

MR. HUTCHINSON’S BENEFICENCE. 

Probably the most generous philan- 
thropist, considering his small opportuni- 
ties, is Charles L. Hutchinson, President of 
the Corn Exehange Bank, Vice-President of 
the Centennial Bank, President of the Acad- 
emy of Design, President of the Art Institnte 
and active Director of the Chicago Univ er- 
sity and Columbian Exposition. As is 
known to most Chica ns, he is the son of 
B.P. Hutehinson of ard of Trade fame. 
Mr. Hutchinson’s gifts have not been large, 
but they have been numerous. The last, so 
far as the public knows, was $5,000 to Chicago 
8 — is a benefactor in other — 
as well. e holds himself in readiness to de- 
liver lectures for philanthropic and charita- 
ble purposes, and Wherever he has — 
on the platform has been received with warm 
welcome, for he is not only a capitalist and a 
business man, Duta stadent and a patron of 
literature as well. 
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days, and this structure will bea profitable 
one. 


It is a rule of Mr. John V. Farwell to say 
nothing ahout what he gives, but for gentle- 
men whoare ina position to know it is safe 
to say that Mr. Farwell has benefited the Y. 
M. OC. A. to the extent of $150,000. Mr. Far- 
well was one of the originators of the T. M. 
O. A., he and Mr. Moody being the first to 
propose suchasociety in this country. In 
all of the undertakings of the evangelist, Mr. 
Moody, that gentleman bas had the substan- 
tial assistance of Mr. Farwell. The exact ex- 
tent thereof noone knows. J. V. Farwell is 
also a eontributor to the Lake Forest Uni- 
versity,.having given it $50,000, 

There is something pathetic and beautiful 
as well in the story of Allan C. Lewis, whose 
entire property, with his brother’s, amount- 
ing to $1,600,000, ig very soon to be expended 
in the erection anfithe equipment of what is 
known as the Allan ©, Lewis Institute, on 
the West Side. The brothers came herein 
1840. They began buying land warrants, 
and in that way accumulated their fortune. 
They were inseparable in all things. They 
used totalk together about the disposition 
oftheir money before they died, for they 
had no relatives. It was finally agreed 
between them that the fortune should goto 
the establishment ofa school for the educa- 
tion of men and women for —— pur- 
poses. It wasto bea school where a manor 
awomancould acquire enough education to 
fit himorher for business or, if preferred, 
the institution was to offer a finished educa- 
tion. In 1858 John died, leaving his entire 
wealth to Allan to do with it as he pleased 
during his lifetime. Allan died in 1868, and 
left the two fortunes to the purposes 
named. 

Hugh White, the attorney who drew up the 
will of Allan Lewis, suggested to him that he 
select some other name forthe institution 
than his own for various reasons, but Mr. 
Lewis said it was the wish of his dead 
brother, and from that request he would not 
depart.

BEER INSPECTION. 

The bill to provide for the inspection of 
beer and for the levy of an additional State 
tax upon that article is not likely to be- 
come a law. It is too plainly a bill to lay 
a needless burden upon one of the large 
items of Missouri’s export trade, to handi- 
cap our own industries in their competi- 
tion with the industries of other States, 
and to create useless offices to be main- 
tained at the expense of our producers. 

So far as the home consumption of beer 
is concerned it now paysits full share of 
both the Federal revenue tax and of the 
large revenue derived from dramshop li- 
censes by the State and its municipalities— 
atax which is likely to be increased as 
more revenue is needed. Astothe beer 
we export, every additional barrel we sell 
abroad brings more money into the State, 
and it is obviously against our interest to 
put a State tax on it which will prevent its 
competing with beer produced in other 
States free from such a tax. 

Whenever Government inspection be- 
comes necessary to protect consumers 
from impure and inferior brews, this in- 
spection can best be intrusted to the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau and thus be im- 
posed alike upon all the beer produced in 
the United States. The law now requires 
brewers as well as distillers to make full 
returns of all the materials used in mak- 
ing their product. If the law required 
the publication of these returns from 
brewers, that would soon show 
what establishments make pure malt and 
hop beer and what ones send out more or 
less of the corn and rice article. The fact 
that our importation of Canadian barley 
fell off under the McKinley tariff in one 
year from 9,000,000 bushels to less than 
one-tenth of that amount, is pretty strong 
proof that much of the beer manufactured 
in this country is made of something be- 
side barley malt, and an internal revenue 
stamp indicative of the character of such 
beer should be placed on every barrel of it. 

But St. Louis beer has all over the Union 
and all over the world a reputation for 
purity and quality second to none. St. 
Louis brewers are more interested than 
anybody else in maintaining that reputa- 
tion. Their location at the transportation 
center of the great grain producing region 
of the continent gives them a command of 
good materials which leaves them with 
little temptation to use inferior ones. 
Why should their own State be the first to 
attack and discredit the established repu- 
tation of their product? 
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MUNICIPAL VS. PRIVATE OWNERSHIP. 
One of the commonest arguments urged 
against municipal ownership of public 
works is that it would give opportunity to 
corrupt officials to plunder the taxpayers 
and saddle them with unreasonable ex- 


penses. 

There is something in this worth serious 
consideration, as experience has shown 
that such undertakings have often been 
attended with wholesale stealing and 
demoralization in public departments. 
But granting the utmost that can be 
urged in favor of this view it is doubtful if 
municipal construction and ownership 
would involve more cost to the people than 
does the present haphazard method of 
granting franchises of enormous value to 
corporations which monopolize the ever 
increasing public values in a growing city. 
A memorial presented to the New York 
Rapid Transit Commission by a committee 
of the Real Estate Exchange, advocating 
municipal construction of transit lines, 
contains some sound logic on this point. 
Whatever may be urged against the con- 
struction of new lines by the municipality, 
more may be said in favor of that course. 
The argument against action by the muni- 
cipality, if not purely theoretical, resoives 
itself into this: That our oMicials cannot be 
entrusted to bulld the new road or roads, or 
manage them when built, wholly in the in- 
terests of the people Extravagance 
and worse are feared. We do not be- 
lieve this. But granting, for the purposes of 
argument that the assertion is well founded, 
we submit that any such extravagance, or 
worse, of our officials in constructing and 
operating the new system, making it as large 
as itis possible for even political prejudice 
to put it, would still fall far short of what 
private enterprise would surely extort from 
the public. 

We have no desire to criticise, and in 
referring to the existing elevated railroad 
companies are merely stating the facts. 
Your compiission well knows that the stock 
of these companies represents millions of 
watered value upon which the people of this 
city have to pay, and will be compelled here- 
after to pay, muuons annually. This profit, 
twe believe, exceeds that which any fraud, 
craft, or incapacity, within even remote 
probabilities, of oMcial action, can extract 
from the pockets of the people. 

If your commission hands over the fran- 
chise forthe new system to private individ- 
uals or corporations it will be tantamount to 
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a despot upon 
his favorite. Whatever may be thought now 
of the Value of such a franchise all must oon · 
cede its almost priceless value in the future, 
when every part of the city shall be thickly 
populated. We do not delleve that such a 
wrong as this should be perpetrated upon the 
people. 

The facts set fortn in this extract are too 


often lost sight of by people who fear to 
give the Government too much power. 
But city organizations are really business 
concerns, They are not so much govern- 
ment as executive committees of the people 
to transact certain business which the peo- 
ple cannot attend to themselves. 
while it is true that this committee should 
not be charged with any duties that 
can be as well performed by in- 
dividuals or by voluntary associa- 
tions of individuals it is better to 
commit this error rather than give too 
much power to corporations and monopo- 
lists whose exactions are much more op- 
pressive than those of corrupt officials 
could possibly be. These monopolists are 
given a ‘‘privilege of taxation more 
onerous than any ever bestowed by a 
despot upon his favorite.’’ The experience 
of every large city has brought out this 
fact in lurid colors and it is time to put a 
stop to a policy so suicidal and irrational. 

The alternative proposal, that is, the 
sale of franchises by public auction, is 
better in theory, but owing to the con- 
centration of capital it is impractical. 
This was amply proved in New York, 
where there was not a single serious bid 
forthe underground franchise. In some 
cases it may be possible to adopt it, but it 
is doubtful if it can be made a perfect pro- 
tection of public interests. But one or 
the other of these suggestions must be 
accepted and when adopted must be made 
proof against the jugglery of monopolists 
and private tax gatherers, 
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Mock may be saved from the pension 
fund by careful and honest administration 
of the bureau, but beyond this it does not 
seem practicable to go.. The bill intro- 
duced into the House providing for the 
rejection of certain applicants and drop- 
ping of transparently unworthy pension- 
ersis excellent, but it cannot be passed 
during the Harrison administration, and 
itis doubtful if anything important can 
be done after the Democrats come 
into power. The claim of deserv- 
ing pensioners should be honored, 
but it will be very difficult 
to enact legislation which shall 
in general terms draw the line between 
the worthy and unworthy. The Reed 
Congress saddled this enormous expense 
upon the country in order to increase 
taxes, and it was thought that robber tax- 
ation was thus made permanent. As this 
is bound to be overturned, the best way 
out is to establish a system which will fix 
the burden upon the shoulders of those 
who expected to reap the benefit, that is, 
by an income tax, which shall compel the 
rich beneficiaries to pay for their own 
whistle.

THE singular mental perversion suffered 
by some Democrats in the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, who favor compulsory education, is 
a wonderful and inexplicable phenomenon 
in these daysof the revival of real Dem- 
ocracy.

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One of the very first duties of the new 
Attorney-General will be to attack the 
Reading coal combine under the anti-trust 
law. This act is adequate, according to 
the best authorities, so far as the trans- 
portation side of the question is concerned, 
and it is possible to break up the alliance 
between the carrying companies and keep 
rates down toa just basis. Of course, as 
the men interested in the transportation 
companies own the whole anthracite field 
the regulation of rates will not necessarily 
reduce the price of coal, which will be 
fixed by the combine as miners, not as 
transporters. This is a question to be 
dealt with by the authorities of Pennsyl- 
vania, where we may expect an awakening 
of the moral sense somewhere about the 
end of the century. Justice, however, 
will be welcomed there even if it is be- 


lated. 

EVEN in Boston, with a superior popula- 
tion and stringent legislation, the tax- 
gatherers do not succeed in collecting the 
taxes on personal property.

A LOBBY AGAINST IT THAT INCLUDES 
RAILWAY INFLUENCE. 


Senator Stone’s Argument and the Oppo- 
- nents of the Bill—Tne House Telephone 
Rates Measure Becomes a Weapon for 
the Companies—Col. Baker’s Aggres- 
sive Movement. 


When the corporations find there is a bill 
before the Missouri Legisiatare they want to 
beat, they spare no time nor money to put it 
out of the way at the very beginning. The 
Senate is generally their stronghold. Ifa 
bill is introduced there that they consider in- 
imical to their interests they station a lobby 
at the capital with instructions to prevent 
the bill by any means from going through. 
They have not so much strength in the House, 
and they have men to argue with 
there, A bill opposed by the corporations 
that has a good reason behind it and goes 
through the Senate is pretty sure to pass 
the House. A bill of this kind, introduced in 
the House, does not worry the corporations 
much, They watch it in the House, to be 
sure, and, if the chance offers, kill it, but 
they don’t waste any of their strength there, 
preferring to wait and put an end to it when 
it gets to the Senate. 

Senator E. F. Stone’s bill forcing the com- 
panies to bury their St. Louis wires within 
two years, was introduced in the Senate first. 
A canvass of the members of the House was 
made the other day by the Post-DISPATCH, 
and it appeared thata majority ofthe Repre- 
sentatives favored the bill. 

COL. BAKER CHANGES HIS MIND. 

Uptothistime neither the Bell Telephone 
Co. nor the Western Union had admitted that 
they were going to oppose the Stone Dill. 
Supt. L. C. Baker, to the contrary, had 
said that his company cared so little about 
the matter one way or the other that he did 
not think it was necessary to take any posi- 
tion toward the bill, It was illegal, he said, 
anyway, and if it passed the company would 
resist it in the courts. After the canvass of the 
House, made by the Post-DispatcHu, Col. 
Baker changed his mind. This week he was 
at the capital, talking with legislators about 
the bill and planning with his friends of the 
railway lobby, including Col. W. H. Phelps 
of the Missouri Pacific, to deat the bill. H. 
M. Smith, the General Manager of the Bell 
Telephone Co., was also at Jefferson City on 
the same mission. General Manager Smith 
and Supt.

The House bill reducing rates is likely to 
pass. We can’t afford to go under ground 
and reduce our rates too. 

STONE’S FIKST HEARING. 

The conduit bill has been advanced very 
slowly, Dut as the Legislature will sit till the 
15th of March, there's plenty of time to take 
it through both Housesif none is lost. The 
first hearing for the bill has been set by the 
Committee on Cities, Townsand Villages for 
Wednesday afternoon. Senator Stone will 
formally present his argument, and the rep- 
resentatives of the companies will tell the. 
committee why they Oppose it. It is not 
possible to tell what report the committee 
will make, as none of the members have 
committed themselves, Senator Stone, who 
got to st.

Bell—-Advantages That Would Accrus 
to St. Louis. 


Important as the addition ot the Cherokee 
strip to Oklahoma is, it sinks into insignifi- 
cance when compared with the possibilities 


that would be opened by rendering accessible 


to settiers the lands in the eastern and par- 
ticularly in the northeastern section of the 
Indian Territory, The civilized tribes, when 
they leased their surplus lands to the United 
States Government for the purpose of 
giving reservations to the @wild tribes, 
or ‘*blanket’’ Indians, took good 
care to retain the best part of 
their country. They accordingly gave up the 


poorer lands to the West, and retained the 


Fichet lying adjacent to Missouri and Arkan- 
Sas. 


A FERTILE LAND. 

In fact, it may be said that the Indian Ter- 
ritory steadily diminishes in fertility from 
the East tothe West. Few finer agricultural 
lands are to be found anywhere in the coun- 
try than those immediately adjacent to Mis- 
souril. In places the grass is knee deep, 
there isan abundance ot water, the forests 
are fine and valugble, and for wheat and all 
kinds of grai the soil is said to be 
better suited than the best part of 
Kansas. Butthe Indians do little in the di- 
rection ot agriculture. Enough is raised for 
theirown use, but scarcely anything is ex- 
ported. The great mineral resources are al- 
most totally undeveloped. Coal mining is 
carried on toa limited extent, and some ef- 
fort has been made to develope the zinc and 
lead deposits. But practically these sources 
of wealth might as well be nonexistent. 

A WASTE OF WEALTH. 
The land itself is of little value to its pos-

Velocity of Rain Drops. 
From Nature, 

Of course we all know that it would be an 
utter impossibility for storm clouds to form 
and rain to fall were it not forthe forty odd 
miles of atmosphere that rises above our 


heads; but supposing it were possible for 
human beings to exist in an atmosphere that 
only rose toa level with their mouths, and 
that storm clouds could form in the region 
outside such a low-grade atmosphere, then 
every rain drop would prove as fatal to 
earthly creatures as if it were a steel bullet 
fired from a dynamite gun. All falling bodies, 
whether they be crystal rain drops or me- 
teorites, fall with what philosophers term 
‘‘a uniform accelerated motion!“ in other 
words, if a body be moving at a certain 
velocity at the expiration of one second from 
the beginning of its fall, it will be moving 
with twice that velocity at the expiration of 
two seconds, gaining in speed at a uniform 
rate throughout the course of its fall. 

Careful experiments have shown that the 
rate per second at which bodies acquire ve- 
locity in falling through the air is thirty-two 
feet per second at the end of the first second 
from starting. At the end of the next second 
itis going at the rate of sixty-four feet per 
second, and so on 33 the whole time of 
falling. Where the velocity is known the 
space through which the body has fallen may 
be ascertained by multip!ying the velocity at 
that period by the number of seconds during 
which it has been falling, and dividing the 
result by two. This rule applies, however, 
only to bodies falling through a vacuum, The 
resistance of our atmosphere materially re- 
tards raindrops, hailstones, aerolites and all 
other bodies which fall through It, and, were 
it not for the resistance it presents, every 
rainstorm would be disastrous to the human 
race, as each drop would fall with a velocity 
great enough to penetrate the full length ofa 
full-grown man’s body.

A man 
wants a clear head and a sure foot to send 
his stone straight home, and whisky will not 
help this. When the game is over, true 
enough, the flask goes round or the kettle of 
toddy about, but what is that, after hours of 
— in the hard, frosty air that would 

nock most Englishmen up for weeks? In 
the Perthshire Highlands, at present, in 
every village, you will find the national 
game in full swing. Let a man buy a pair of 
stones and a broom, and after a week of real 
Scotch weather he will come back in ‘roar- 
ing’’ health and spirits and with a true idea 
of Scotch sport.

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A Proposition to Establish Schools for 


Jockeys. 


EASTERN TURFMEN ALARMED AT THE 
SCARCITY OF SKILLED MOUNTS. 


A Practical Suggestion to the Board of 
Control—Col. North’s Horses Sail for 
America—Jack McAuliffe Willing to 
Meet Stanton Abbott—Tracy Defeats 
Gallagher—Sporting News. 


So much complaint has been made during 
the pasttwoor three years concerning the 
necessity of owners putting up incompetent 
jockeys, that many trainers have endeavored 
to formulate some plan that would increase 
the number of available good riders. At 
present most of the jockeys that are capable 
of doing good work are retained by the big 
stables and the poorer owners are obliged to 
be content with stable boys or lads who know 
but little aboutriding. One of the latest sug- 
gestions comes from a New York 
turf authority. The question ‘of 
jockeys, he says, ‘‘becomes quite an impor- 
tant one with the openingof the regular 
racing season fast approaching, for with the 
boys whoride at Guttenburg non-attainable 
there is sure to be a lack of proper material 
when the big flelds of early spring call for a 
dozen or more riders in every race. Most of 
our star jockeys are growing heavy, and it is 
with difficulty that they can reduce, and in 
lightweight races, where they cannot ride, 
the void is sure to be a marked one. While 
there are Cozens of stable boys whoare put 
up daily the experiment isa costly one, and 
while the owners in this way lose many a 
race the real loss comes on the public, who 
bet their money on the meritsof a horse, 
only to see his chances of winning killed by 
an incompetent rider. 

Many ways of remedying this have Been 
suggested, but the one most likely to prove 
of real benefit would be to establish a school 
of riding, where the boys could be taught the 
jockey’sart. My idea would be to erect on 
one of the principal race tracks, say that of 
the Brooklyn Jockey Club at Gravesend, for 
more horses winter there than at any other 
place, a building that would be suitable for 
the purpose. It should be substantial and 
arranged in a way that would permit eachof 
its patrons to havea small room to himself, 


Let space be set aside for a school-room, a 
parior, a dining-room, and the necessary 
quarters for kitchen, bath-rooms, and quar- 
ters for those in charge. The school-room 
could also be used as a library and a place 
where innocent games could be played. 

Such a building could be erected without 
any great expense, andevenif it did mean 
considerable of an outlay it would not be 
long before it could be run on a paying basis, 
and, in addition, the original cost of erection 
could be returned, The instructors should be 
oftwo kinds, one for a common school edu- 
cation and the other in the art of riding. The 
latter, of course, should be the most impor- 
tant one, for the object of the institution 
would be to make jockeys, and while teach 
ing them to be such commingle book learning 
enough toanswer all purposes when their 
jockey days are over. 

The institution should be in charge of a 
committee of practical turfmen, Who would 
become interested in their work, and use 
every endeavor to make the institution a 
success. The instructors in the riding de- 
partment should be some rider or riders of 
established reputation who have become too 
heavy to continue active work in the saddle. 
Such an institution would serve to attract a 
better class of boys than at present follow 
the practical part of racing for a living. 

As to the practical workings of the 
school, no dificulty would be experienced. 
Trainers would eagerly seek its students to 
exercise their horses, and when it was in a 
position to supply jockeys the demand would 
be even greater. Of course such service 
would be paid for, anda great part of this 
could be used for the school’s maintenance. 
Another way of supporting it would be to use 
the fund that would accumulate from the 
surpluses in selling races. In a year this 
amounts to many thousands of dollars. This 
is supposed to go into a fund for disabled 
jockeys. The rules of races say it should, but 
it is one of the rules which our jockey clubs 
seem to Ignore. Why not use it as a fund to 
make jockeys? 

»The Board of Control tells us its object is 
to better tbe turf. Here is a chance to do 
great good, Establish a school for jockeys, 
such as I have incicated, andthey will erect 
a monument that will earn the praise of all 
true lovers of the turf. 


COL. NORTH’S HORSES SAIL.

Chicago Exposition. 

EUROPEAN TORIURE TESTS. 

Another long distance race of 375 miles be- 
tween Berlin and Vienna is about to take 
place and is as absurd a project as the late 
officers’ race. This event is open both to 
runners and trotters, ridden or driven by 
non-professionals. The trotter, to single 


harness, must be hitched to a four-wheeled 
vehicle and pull 550 English pounds; ifto 
double harness, the weight shall be 770 En- 
glish pounds, driver included. The purse will 
foot up $15,000; $5,000 to first, $2,500 to second 
and the remaining half of $7,500 to be shared 
between the rest. The Emperors of Austria 
and of Germany each offer a large-size gold 
cup tothe winners, and the Emperor of Rus- 
sia willconfer onthe driver of the first Rus 
sian horse that reaches the goal a valuable 
— 5 consisting of an object of art. All 

orses entered are to start together from 
Berlin, and a ten- hour rest out of twenty- 
four will be exacted from each one of them, 
They will all have to register on their way at 
various stations. 

When the race comes to an end, please, 
what definite conciusions can be inferred 
fromits result. It is merely a brutal and 
thankless sacrifice of the health of both men 
and horses. A Hungarian Count has made 
an offer for the American gelding Spofford, 
belonging at present to the Bolognese Stud 
Association, expecting to win the race with 
him. It appears also that Baron Hornstein 
of Vienna would be disposed to enter the 
American trotters, Edison and qudge Davis. 

BARCALDINE’S GREAT RECORD. 

Pierre Lorillard has cause to congratulate 
himself that the offer he made for the great 
stallion, Barcaldine, was refused, for the 
horse died a few days ago of an abscess on the 
lungs. Barcaldine was a horse with a ro- 
mantic history, and one of the very few that 
ever retired to the stud with an unbeaten 
certificate. He was bred in 1878 by G. Low, 
in County Roscommon, Ireland, being by 
Solon, out of Ballyroe, by Belladrum. He 
was a superb individual, combining the power 
ofthe Melbourne family with the quality of 
the Newminster, which he inherited through 
his grandam, Bon Accord. He commenced 
his career in Ireland, and swept the board as 
a 2-year-old, winning three stakes in three 
successive afternoons at the Curragh Octo- 
ber meeting. After he had won the Baldoyle 
Derby and three Queen’s plates at the Cur- 
ragh June meeting, the scandal arose which 
resulted inthe horse missing the remainder 
of his 8-year-old engagements and being 
absent from the turf in 1882. 

When he finally reappeared, in the owner- 
ship of Robert Peck, the occasion was sensa- 
tional in the highest degree.

Detective Danaher’s Story About the

CRUSHING GIRLS’ FEET IN CHINA. 


A Freak of Fushion That Tortures Its 


Victims for Many Years. 

An English paper quotes froma writer in 
the Japan Mail who appears to have special 
knowledge of the well-known Chinese custom 
of compressing the feet of female children of 
the better classes in China. He hopes that 


few of his readers have been so unfortunate 


as to see the naked foot of an orthodox 
Chinese lady. But many have looked at 
photographs of this terribly twisted and dis- 
torted member, and the sight must have 


suggested thoughts of barbarous suffering 
inflicted on a particular sensitive part of the 
human body. 

Year by year hundreds of thousands of 
little girls throughout the wide empire of 
China are subjected to a ruthless process 
which crushes the bones and wrenches the 
sinues of their tender feet, until atlasta re- 
volting deformity is produced and the foot, 
crumpled into a shocking monstrosity, be- 
comes almost valueless asa means of loco- 
motion. The wretched girl emerges from 
her period of feverish torture a mutilated 
cripple, condemed to hobble through life on 
feet which preserve ho semblance tonature’s 
beautiful mechanism, having become as hid- 
eous as they are useless. 

At intervals the missionary cries out, the 
traveler writes, andthe charitable agitate, 
but the poor little children never benefit. 
For them there remains always the same 
ruthless bending of bones, the same agoniz- 
ing application of tight ligatures, the same 
long months of bitter pain and unavalling 
tears. Perhaps, he suggests, it is to this sin- 
gular contrast between the general refine- 
ment and cultivation of the Chinese, on the 
one hand, and this callous cruelty, on the 
otner, that we mustattribute the periodical 
appearance of apologists for the appalling 
custom, 

Some people say that, though the foot is 
ultimately deformed, thoughthe woman is 
indeed condemned to be little better than a 
cripple, yet the process is not so very pain- 
ful after all. The bones are soft, they say, in 
early youth, thesinews supple. Twisting, 
crushing, and wrenching are operations that 
may be performed without much suffering 
on baby feet, whereas adults would be mad- 
dened by the torture. To this the writer 
replies: 

Let no one talk ofthe yielding character 
of young bones or the pliability of baby 
sinews. We have listened with our own ears 
to the cries of a little girl undergoing the 
torturing process. Such agonizing walls 
never before fell on our ears. They were the 
shrieks of a child absolutely wild with suffer- 
ing. When the ligatures were loosened and 
the shocking succession of breathless 
screams ended in long-drawn walls of ex- 
haustion and misery, the listener turned al- 
most sick with horror and sympathy. Yeta 
mother was the deliberate torturerof the 

oor baby and a father listened to its heart - 

roken cries. 

‘*Think that this fiendish barbarity is being 
practiced daily and hourly throughout the 
length and breadth of 1 land containing 300,- 
000,000 inhabitants. Not alone are the 
tender bodies of the poor little girls ruthless- 
ly racked and tortured, Dut the purest senti- 
ment of humanity—the love of parents for 
their children—is perpetually outraged. 
Such unnatural cruelty could be tolerated 
only in the presence of the worst Kind of de- 
moralization, How much can survive of the 
moral beauty of the parental relation when 
fathers and mothers, in deference to a mere 
freak of fashion, consent to inflict on their 
daughters, day by day, torture that well- 
nigh maddens the baby brain and wrings 
shrieks of excruciating agony from 
the little lips? This is one of those facts 
that makes us marvel when we hear 
a great destiny predicted for the Chinese 
nation.’’
